HIGH SCHOOL BOYS 

Through the kindness <.f Col. VY. 
11. Strossinan, who has had eonaid- 
ernble experience in military af- 
fairs, a plan has been set on foot, 
having in view the training of the 
boys of the High School and upper 
grades in elementary military tac- 
tics. 

It is not the intention of the 
school authorities to emphasize the 
military side of the training so 
much as the development of the 
boys physically, and to that end 
there will be "setting up" exercise*, 
or in common parlance, physical 
culture classes, organized at once 
and after some degree of proficien- 
cy shall have been reached, regu- 
lar drill will be held, the equipment 
for same to be furnished by the 
War Department. 

While at Plattsburg, Col. Stress- 
man had a conference with General 
Wood, of the War Department! who 
encouraged the idea of giving the 
boy-i of high school age the bene- 
fits of physical culture. He empha- 
sized the fact that a boy not only 
could never become a good soldier, 
but that he could not become a 
good citizen unless he is "physical- 
ly fit" — that strong men are needed 
in time of peace as well as in tinu 
of war aud that the only way that 
class of citizenship can be obtain- 
ed is to train the boys of high 
school age while they are still sus- 
ceptible of the highest develop- 
ment.

Bees to sacrifice his time for the 
benefit of the boys and trust that 
such good results can be obtained 
that he will feel fully repaid for his 
services.— High School News.

In the great crisis, which hn- 
been for a time averted, however, 
the country has nt least nwakened 
to the enormous power of organiz- 
ed labor. But even now we would 
not be fully alive to this preat 
power had it not been threatening 
the very life of the nation, 
it not been threatening the very 
life of the nation. 

Few of the masses of the people 
had ever realized how fully were 
the railroads the arteries throusli 
which coursed the commercial life 
blood of the nation. Not until we 
■srsre LaU'ositsuaaJ with a stoppage ot 
that life giving stream did we 
nwaken to the dire peril which 
uch action portended. Only within 
the past few weeks have we begun 
f o appreciate the extent of the 
want, the suffering, the colossal 
losses that must hnve inevitably re- 
sulted had the strike materialized. 

But now that we are at last 
awake to the real significance of 
the situation that confronts us, we 
should profit by our knowledge. We 
should see to it at once that no 
-imilnr peril is ever again permit- 
ted to threaten ns. 

We must recognize the fnct that 
ho railroads nrc an absolute neces- 
>ty to national life; that it is now 
a moral nnd patriotic duty incum- 
bent upon not only the managers, 
but upon the employes as well, to 
keep the ronds in operation. 

Ye~i, we know all about the rights 
of labor, and of that proud boast 
that we are all free born American 
citizens. But when a small per cent, 
if the people, either as managers 
>r as operatives, have reached the 
point when the life of the nation is 
ibsolutely at their mercy, then that 
-mall per cent, censes to be free in 
the full sense of the word. They 
are bound to a higher duty than 
self interest. They are in bondage 
o the great cause of universal hu- 
mility. They have made themselves 
absolutely necessary to their fel- 
lows and are NOT free to follow 
their own inclinations. They have 
become a part of the machinery 
that moves a nation, and must 
hear the responsibilities that ne- 
•ompany the position. 

We must realize that for the 
••ailroad man to quit his post (un- 
Uss a competent substitute is at 
hand to assume his duties) is just 
is reprehensible in a violation of 
Tain orders and fraught with as 
gTeel peril to the public safety. 
The railroader must be brought to 
see that he owes a sacred duty to 
his country, not even second to that 
of the soldier. The soldier guards 
our homes and our honor; the rail- 
roader guards our very life, lie 
should not destroy that which he 
guards. 

A united nation should insist that 
these men who thus bear the bur- 
dens of our comfort, prosperity and 
ufety shall be fairly dealt with. 
The thousands of men who daih 
and hourly expose their lives to the 
perils of the rails that we may 
I rosper and live in comfort should 
have the full weight of out inllueiiee 
and sympathy toward securing a 
lair deal. The roads should be 
made to feel that an injustice to 
them is an affront to the nation. 
Aud, likewise, the employes should 
be made to reulize thttt to throttle 
the roads is to crucify the nation 
whieh every honest American loves. 

Can this be done without govern- 
ment action f Possibly not. But if

Well Worth a Vl.lt From the 
Traveler. 

Tripoli In the last of the great old 
trading port" where tin* desert meet* 
the sen. She In the hub of a sprawling 

{wheel, whose spoken are carnvnn 
ronton striking through the great 
Sahara anil shipping line* that radi- 
ate over the Mediterranean. 

Ships steam Into the hnrbor cau- 
tiously, feeling their way behind the 
protecting crescent hentllnnd that 
shuts out gales from the north, for 
the water Is shallow nnd studded 
with sand bars. To the right the old 
city rises from the wnter's edge In a 
series of green terrnces. where the 
homes of the wealthy stand In their 
gardens. To the left Is the Moham- 
medan quarter, with Its domes nnd 
mlnnrets. 

The heart of Tripoli la In the 
mosques, the beauty of Tripoli In the 
oasis nnd the explanation of TrljMilt 
In the great ninrket. There you see 
a motley concourse of traders from all 
northern Afrlen — Arabs, Turks, Ital- 
ians, Egyptians, Negroes, Jews. They 
sit or stand by their stacked wares 
nnd barter afler the custom of the 
Immemorial East, where time Is no ob- 
ject and conversation with all and 
sundry one of the pleasures of life. 

Tripoli has two of the finest mosques 
In Afrlen, but the admission of Chris- 
tians Is not encouraged. It Is wuilh 
all the trouble, however, and all the 
black looks you will get from the 
loungers at the gateways to see the 
GkrajMl Mosque. It Is arranged with 
i he simplicity that characterizes the 
temples of Islam — n bare court, a 
niche toward Mecca, a latticed booth 
for the women, nnd the sultan's box- 
but the proportions, the sweep of the 
flanking archways that end sharply 
against sheer tiled walls, are beauti- 
fully restful and harmonious.

Reptils Has Proved to Be "Consider- 
able of a Puzzle" to California 



A poisonous snake that reptile ex- 
perts and naturalists have so far been 
unable to classify, and which mny be 
of a new species, came Into the posses- 
sion of Ed Humbly and Jack Horn. 
The snake was caught by a Mexican at 
one of the road camps near Los Ange- 
les, Cal. 

The snake has two fangs, each about 
om>-elghth of an Inch long. In an 
effort to determine whether or not the 
reptile Is poisonous It was placed In 
nn indosure with a white rat. The 
rat was bitten and died In convulstous 
shortly nfterward. 

The snake Is three nnd one-half feet 
in length and olive green in color. Its 
color changes to a pale yellow when 
It Is angered and light brown mark- 
lugs appear upon Its back. Contrary 
to other venomous snakes. It has the 
double set of scales that are found on 
harmless varieties. The scales are 
smooth and it has extraordinarily long 
jawbones. Its eyes are the mnnd-pu- 
piled eyes of the harmless snake, and 
It has only one set of nostrils. Its 
bead Is of the same shape as Its harm- 
less brothers. Its tall tapers to u fine 
point nnd the snake Itself differs In 
shape from other poisonous reptiles In 
that It Is slender ruther than ihlck- 
bodieil. 

It strikes without coiling nnd moves 
with great swiftness. While being ex- 
amined it ejected u stream of colorless 
poison for a distance of 17 inches. 

I»r. Charles L. Edwards, naturalist 
for the public schools, inclines to the 
btilatf thut it may be reluted to the 
vipers. "Until this time I hnve never 
known of a smooth-scaled snake which 
was poisonous," he said.
